“The writer states that a school 
is conducted in Wetaskiwin in which 
the German language was used — ex- 
clusively, As.a matter of fact, the 
school in question is like a good 
many others scattered through the 
west and HBastern Canada, and the 
United’ States, a  Imeheran parish 
school in which children are instruct 
ed in religion and German, hesides 
thorough courses in English, and the 
usual branches taught in our public 
schools. Usually’ one hour per day 
is giver, to religious instruction, one 
hour per day to the study of Ger- 
man and the balance of the time to

CREATING A SURPRISE 

It will be surprising if the naval 
war in- which these grent fleets are 
engaged does not result in some sur- 
prising developments, At the time 
of the civil war in the United States 
steam had just superseded sails,“ and 
iron. was alinost. a new substance ,in 
sl!p-buildirig. Most of the naval 
ships were still. built of wood, and. 
most f£ them. still, carried sails.” 
The engineers~ of the navy of the 
south ccnceived the idea of building 
an armor plated ship, such as could 
not be pierced by a cannon hall ex 
cept at short range. This ship, the 
“Merrimac,’’ they sent to meet the 
navy of tne north, and no ship of 
the. Northern navy. would stand a- 
gainst it; it was altogether a new 
thing in naval warfare. “As a reply 
to this, the North, at the suggestion 
of Mr. Ericksou, a Norwegian, con- 
structed a ‘‘Monitor.!’ This was. a
